An Pctra(:e. — A squad of six or seven 
soldiers, on Wednesday night, about eleven 
o’clock, visited the residence of Itr. J. Wolf, 
on Main street, below Tenth, and demanded 
admittance under the pretext that they were 
sing deserters. Mr. Wolf admitted them, 
saying at the same time that there were no 
deserters about his premises, and that they 
must be mistaken in the hou3e. In the pas- 
sage-way of Mr. Wolf's residence there is a 
side-door leading into a drinking-saloon, 
which he rents to a tenant. The soldiers de- 
msnded of him in an insolent manner to open 
the door and admit them into the saloon. He 
told them all the circumstances, that he had 
no right to open it, that b& rented it to 
a gentleman, who wa3 absent, and had nothing 
to do with it whatever. They then said they 
would force the door, that they wanted liquor, 
and proceeded to carry into effect their threat. 
The bar-keeper, who slept in the saloon, told 
them, through the sbutdoor, that the first man 
who attempted to break it open would meet 
with instant death. His firmness seemed to 
cool them off a little, and they went away 
ruittcrigg the deepest threats against Mr. 

^nd the saloon-keeper. Mr. Wolfe i3 a 
Fc-y loyal man, is in the employ of Mr. 
Thomas, merchant tailor, at the Louisville 
Hotel, and it is very unfortunate that he 
should thus be subject to the threats and in- 
dignity of those whose duty it is. to pfotect 
him. We know, from our own personal ob- 
servation, that the m03t of the soldiers in and 
around our city are gentlemen, but that some 
are not is equally true. The latter class should 
be dealt with sternly by their superiors. 

Arrests. — On Wednesday night last James 
Gentry, a resident of Shelby county, Mo., wa3 
arrested in this city. He is supposed to be the 
same man who was tried and condemned 03 a 
spy by Gen. O’Neil in Missouri last February. 
He was sentenced to death, and the day of 
execution fixed, but, by some means undevel- 
oped, made his escape. Maj. Fitch first heard 
of him one day early this week, being in- 
formed that he was at the residence of Gen. 
Strange, an old citizen of this place, and that 
he was concealed to avoid arrest. A sharp 
lookout was kept, and on last Wednesday 
evening an ineffective search made for him. 
Strange was brought before Maj. Fitch, but 
positively denied all knowledge of his where- 
abouts. He was captured, however, in at- 
tempting to cross the Ohio river on Wednes- 
day night in a skiff. He is in the Military 
Prison, and awaits the requisition of the 
Provost Marshal of St. Louis. 

Strange, after Gentry’s capture, acknowl- 
edged that he had been concealed in his house, 
but, as a palliative excuse, said that the con- 
demned man was his nephew. Strange was 
confined in the Military Prison, where his 
case awaits the examination of the Investigat- 
ing Committee. 

Centre Coilegi. — The Annual Catalogue 
of this Institution shows that a complete or- 
ganization of Professors and Students, in all 
the classes, br.s been kept up during the ten 
months of the past scholastic year. The whole 
number of students in college proper, and 
Preparatory Department, during the year, was 
105. The regular operations of the Institution, 
though interrupted occasionally for a few days, 
have never been suspended. The total loss of 
, time has not exceeded three weeks during the 
session. 

The general demeanor of the students has 
been exemplary, and nothing has occurred 
during the session to require the exercise of 
discipline by the Faculty. 

The financial condition of the College, after 
careful examination by the Board, has beea 
found much better than had been anticipated; 
and notwithstanding the inevitable diminu- 
tion of income from every source, it is the 
purpose of the Board of Trustees and the 
ulty te open the Institution regularly on 
the «th day of September next.

General Blunt’s Indian Expedition.— 
General Blunt’s expedition through the Indian 
territory has been heard from as late as the 
10th instant, when it was at Cabin Creek, 
fifty miles north of Fort Gibson. Tbe rebels 
have been troubling our trains, and in a fight 
near Fort Scott, about the first of this month, 
they were badly worsted by the Union troops, 
the Texans having been routed in a bayonet 
charge made by the Ninth Kansas. General 
Blunt win push forward with great rapidity, 
and it will not be long before we hear of him 
in the very bear^of the enemy’s country. 

A Fobtcnate Career. — In the funeral ser- 
mon preached Wednesday over the remains of 
the late Captain Samuel Candler, who died at 
North Orange, N. J., on July 19, it was stated, 
as a singular circumstance that the deceased 
had commanded sailing vessels for forty years 
of his long and eminently useful life, and dur- 
ing that extended period had brought many 
thousands of emigrants to this country, but 
had never lost by death of passengers or sea- 
men but one single man.

Captcrs of Morgan. — Capt. George W. 
Rue, of Col. Richard T. Jacob's Ninth Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, was the officer who finally 
Caught Morgan in a bag. The concluding 
scenes in the great race are detailed in the 
Cincinnati papers from the oral narrative of 
Msjor Rue. From tbe Commercial’s account 
it seems that, at midnight on July 2 J, Major 
Rue, commanding detachments of the Ninth 
and Eleventh Kentucky and Eighth Michigan, 
in all absut 400 men, made up, with tho ex- 
ception of the detachment of the Eleventh 
Kentucky, of men who had given out in the 
mad race after Morgan through southern 
Indiana and Ohio, left this city by cars for 
Steubenville. The men had been refreshed 
by rest, and were provided with fresh horses. 
Msjor Rue proceeded under direct orders from 
Major-General Burnside. On the evening of 
th£ 24th Major Rue’s command arrived at 
Bellair, and from thence proceeded to Shang- 
hai. Morgan was then at Richmond, eleven 
miles west of Steubenville, closely pursued 
by Major Way, Seventh Michigan, of Gen. 
Shakelford’s command. Major Rue unloaded 
his men in two hours and moved forward to 
Knoxville, Jefferson county, and on the di- 
rect road northward to New Lisbon, Colum- 
biana county. In the meantime Morgan had 
moved in a northeast direction, and taken a 
road which, like that on which Major Rue 
was moving, would lead him to the same 
point, New Lisbon. As sporting men say, 
Major Rue had “the inside track." Crossing 
the New Philadelphia Railroad through 
Adamsville, and other small post towns in 
the southern part of Columbiana county, Major 
Rue pushed rapidly forward, and on Sunday- • 
came to a point within four or five miles of 
New Lisbon. At this time Morgan had 
turned eastward, and was advancing along 
what is known as the Beaver Creek 
Road, which would lead him to the river 
at Smith’s Ferry, which is near the line 
of the State. The road on which Major Rue 
was advancing, was nearly at right angles 
with that on which Morgan was advancing. 
When almost in eight of the road Maj. Rue 
saw a cloud of dust ahead, and knew that 
Morgan was coming. Tho rebels descried the 
Federals almost at the same moment, and it 
was a race between them which should first 
reach the intersection of the two roads. The 
Major says he never in his life felt such a glow 
of excitement, and never experienced such 
bitter regret as when he saw Morgan pass 
the point ahead of him, and thought he had 
escaped. The Major was accompanied by a 
faithful guide however, one who never flinch- 
ed, and knew the country like a book. It ' 
was ascertained that by taking a diagonal 
road there was still a chance to head off the 
bold Kentucky rider. Leaving thirty men 
to guard the road at the point where Morgan 
had, ns he thought, passed him, Maj. Rue 
with the remainder of his command, then not 
more than 300 strong, put spurs to their 
horses. It was, as the Major describes it, a 
tremendous charge. The distance was a mile 
and a half. His horses were comparatively 
fresh, and Morgan’s jaded and worn down. 

It was more exciting than a steeple-chase; 
and this time the Major, to his intense grati- 
fication, struck the Beaver Creek road a 
“leetle ahead.” Some twenty men, who first 
reached the coveted point with Major Rue, 
formed across the road, the othors coming 
speedily up. The rebels saw they were 
caught, and checked up. Maj. Rue fully ex- 
pected a fight. But a white flag came for- 
ward and with it a demand from Morgan to 
surrender. Morgan thought he was dealing 
with the militia. Major Rue replied that he 
couldn't see it, and that if Morgan did not 
surrender immediately and unconditionally 
he would open fire upon him. 

A second flag of truce, covering Major 
Steele, again came forward, and Major Rue 
was requested not to open fire, as Morgan had 
surrendered. The Major supposed the surren- 
der was made to him, and was not a little 
surprised to learn subsequently that Morgan 
had actually surrendered to a militia Captain, 
Burbick, who was a prisoner, or apparently so, 
without arms or command, and with the rank 
and file of Morgan’s own command. Of 
course the terms of the surrender — the officers 
to be paroled, and field and line officers to re- 
tain their side-arms — were not worth a fig. 
When Major Rue advanced he was met by 
Morgan, who quietly said, “You have beat me 
this time,” and rode with him through the 
rebel lines, the men forming on each side of 
the road. Morgan expressed gratification that 
he had been taken by a Kentuckian. Major 
Rue declined to decide wbat was to be done 
with the prisoners till Gen. Shackelford came 
up, to whom he had despatched eouri&s. In 
about three-quarters of an hour Gen. S. arrived 
and took charge of the prisoners. Tho sur- 
render took place about two o’clock on Sunday 
afternoon. Gen. Morgan presented his fine 
horse to Major Rue. He had no sword, and 
was permitted temporarily to retain his pis- 
tols. 

Major Rue is a native of Harrodsburg, Ky. 
Though he had never seen Morgan before, 
they were raised within twenty-five miles of 
each other. He is a powerful man, over six 
feet in bight, with dark hair and beard, and 
complexion bronzed by constant service for 
twelve months, the time for which his regi- 
ment enlisted. He looks every inch the sol- 
dier. Morgan informed him^ that he was 
familiar with the country in Columbiana 
county, having at one time resided in that 
part of the State, and now having a brother- 
in-law living not far from New Lisbon. The 
Major expresses himself more gratified with 
having played an important part in the cap- 
ture of Morgan than he could have been in 
the capture of any other Confederate Gen- 
eral. 

Postponement of the Draft in New Hamp- 
shire. — In New Hampshire the draft has been 
postponed antil the opinion of the Solicitor 
of the War Department and the Judge Advo- 
cate can be obtained upon various questions 
submitted in regard to the injustice of com- 
pelling such towns as have heretofore sup- 
plied their full quotas to contribute equally 
with those that have been deficient in this re- 
spect. 

The hereditary Prince Frederick F erdi- 
nand.Tif Denmark, heir to the Danish crown, 
born November 22, 1792, died suddenly on 
the 29th ult., at Copenhagen. The Prince 
was uncle to the King of Denmark, and 
great uncle to her Royal Highness the Prin- 
cess of Wales. By this event Prince Chris- 
tian, the father of the Princess of Wales, be- 
comes immediate heir to the Danish Crown. 

Endurance of the Monitors. — A letter 
written on board the Nahant monitor, after 
tbe fight with Fort Wagner, states that she 
carries the marks of a hundred shot, and that 
her stack is completely riddled; still she was 
as good as new, and had been ordered to War- 
saw sound to attend to a'rebel iron-clad which 
it was reported was on her way down from 
Savannah. '

Captain Henry Washington Sawyer— A 
Brave Man’s Letter. — This gallant soldier 
is one of the two who were selected by the 
rebel government by lot on the Gth of July to 
be executed in retaliation for the two rebel 
officers executed by General Burnside for re- 
cruiting for the rebel service in his military 
department. When this fact became known 
to Captain Sawyer’s friends in Philadelphia— 
as we learn from the Press — they induced 
Captain Wilmon Whilldin, long associated 
with the steamboat interest in that city, to 
visit Washington to ascertain the policy of the 
Government in regard to the inhuman threat 
of Jefferson Davis. He was kindly received 
by the President and Secretary of War, and 
carried back to Philadelphia, from them, the 
assurance that the /Government will adopt 
such a course as would possibly prevent the 
executiou of Captains Sawyers and Flinn, and 
at all events punish it fearlessly and promptly. 
The Press adds: 

When Capt. Whilldin reached this city, the 
wile of Capt. Sawyer received a letter from 
him in which he stated that the rebel Govern- 
ment would permit her and their children to 
visit him before his execution. In company 
witlwMrs. Sawyer he immediately started for 
Washington, and, haviDg received the author- 
ity of our Government, went to Fortress Mon- 
roe, where they are now waiting a flag of 
tiuce to go to Richmond. We have been per- 
mitted to take a copy of Capt. Sawyer’s letter 
to his wife, which we subjoin. It requires no 
compliment at our hands. It is the letter of a 
brave and patriotic man, and will be read with 
pleasure and pride by all loyal citizens: 

“Provost General’s Office, 1 
Richmond, Va., July 6, 1863. J 

“My Dear Wife: I am under the necessity 
of informing you that my prospect looks very 
dark. 

“This morning all the captains now prison- 
ers at the Libby military prison drew lots for 
two to be executed. It tell to my lot. Myself 
and Capt. Flinn, of the 51st Indiana Infantry, 
will be executed for two captains executed by 
Gin. Burnside. 

“The Provost General J. H. Winder assures 
me that the Secretary of War of the South- 
ern Confederacy will permit yourself and my 
dear children to visit me before 1 am execu- 
ted. You will be permitted to bring an at- 
tendance. Captain Whilldin, or uncle W. W. 
Ware, or Dan, had better come with you. My 
situation is hard to be borne, and I cannot 
thiDk of dying without seeing yon and the 
children. You will be allowed to return 
without molestation to your home. 

“ 1 am resigned to whatever is in store for 
me, with the consolation that I die without 
having committed any crime. I have no tri- 
al, no jury, nor am I charged with auv crime, I 
but it fell to my lot. You will proceed to 
Washington. My Government will give you 
transportation to Fortress Monroe, and you 
will get here by flag of truce, and return the 
same way. Bring with you a shirt for me. 

“My dear wife, the fortune of war has put 
me in this position. If I must die a sacrifice 
to my country, w ith God's will 1 must submit; 
only let me^ee you once more, and I will die 
becoming a man and an officer; but, for God’s 
snke, do not disappoint me. Write to me as 
soon as jou get this, and go to Captain Whill- 
den; he will advise you what to do. I have 
done nothing to deserve this penaity. But you 
must submit to your fate. It will be no dis- 
grace to myself, you, or the children; but you 
may point with pride and say, ‘I gave my 
husband;’ my children will have the consola- 
tion to say, ‘I was made an orphan for my 
country.’ God will provide for you, never 
fear. Uh! it is hard to leave you thus. 1 wish 
the ball that passed through my head in the 
last battle would have done its work; but it 
was not to be so. My mind is somewhat in- 
fluenced, for it has come so sudden on me. 
Write to me as soon as you get this; leave 
your letter open and I will get it. Direct my 
name and, rank by way of Fortress Mon- 
roe. Farewell! farewell! andhopeit is all for 
the best. I remain yours until death.

|®“During the Mexican war a Democratic 
meeting was held at Dayton, to select dele- 
gates to a State convention, and Mr. Vallan- 
dighum, from a committee on resolutions, re- 
ported tbe following, among others: 

Resolved, That whatever opinions might 
have been entertained of tbe origin, necessity, 
or justice by the tories of the Revolutionary 
war, by the Federalists of the late war with 
England, or by the Whigs aud abolitionists of 
the present war with Mexico, the fact of their 
country’s being engaged in such war ought to 
have been sufficient for them and to have pre- 
cluded debate on that subject till a successful 
termination of the war; and that in the mean- 
time, the patriot could have experienced no 
difficulty in recognizing his pluce on the side 
of his country, and could never have been in- 
duced to yield either physical or moral “aid to 
the enemy.” 

That was Democracy on the 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1847, but now the new lights of that party 
here tell us that differences of opinion as to the 
policy of conducting a war must be met by a 
determination to appropriate not another man 
and not another dollar until the policy is 
changed. They don’t recognize their place 
on theside of their country, which patriots can 
find do difficulty in doing. »

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Permit me to call the attention of the citi- 
izens of Lousville to the statements contained 
in the accompanying letter. 

Upon the capture of Vicksburg there came 
into our hands more than 5,000 of the Con- 
federate sick aud wounded, who have no re- 
sources for care and supplies except such as 
are furnished them by our army and our peo- 
ple. The agents of the Sanitary Commission 
have already responded, in some degree, to 
the urgent appeals for help in their behalf, and 
must continue to do so. The number of our 
own sick is, however, so great, and the de- 
mands which they make on the Commission 
are so urgent, that we are not able to do for 
the Confederate sick all that humanity would 
dictate. I would, therefore, appeal to all such 
as have sympathy with suffering to come to 
our aid and to contribute to our means either 
in materials or money. The articles most 
needed are knives and forks, tin plate3, 
tin cups, spjons, pails, brooms, mops, 
basins, spit-cups, mosquito bars, fins, 
sheets, pillows, and pillow cases, shirts, draw- 
ers, slippers, handkerchiefs, towels, sponges, 
condensed milk, con. beef, crackers, farina, 
corn starch, butter in crocks or jars, tea, su- 
gar, dried and canned fruits, vegetables, pep- 
per, mustard, whiskey, ale, and wines, lem- 
ons, limejuiib, citric acid, vinegar. 

Money, to be expended in the purchase of 
supplies, may be paid into the hands of Messrs. 
Hevwood, Henderson, or Peter, of the Ken- 
tucky Branch U. S. Sanitary Commission, and 
all supplies sent to the rooms of the Commis- 
sion, on Fifth street.

Dear Sir: Having been placed on duty as 
Superintendent of “Confederate States Hos- 
pitals” in this place, in tbe performance of 
this duty I have visited all the sick aud 
wounded here. There are between six and 
seven thousand. Their condition is deplora- 
ble; they arc destitute of the actual necessa- 
ries of life, and consequently are filthy from 
necessity. However great the wrong these 
men may have committed in fighting or re- 
belling against the Government, humanity 
dictates that something should be done for 
their relief. Magnanimity to a fallen foe 
should surely call for a prompt and sympa- 
thetic action lor the relief of their present 
need. I do not know what action your ex- 
cellent organization may feel justified in tak- 
ing in this emergency, consequently I have 
ventured thus to address you. I know and 
feel no scruple in saying that there are many 

S creens North whose sympathies with the 
outh have prevented them from contributing 
to your Commission; to such I think it would 
be eminently proper to appeal on behalf of 
these suffering persons, albeit I would not ask 
them on this account, well knowing the lib- 
erality of feeling amoDg our loyal citizens of 
the North and W est would prompt them to 
come promptly to the relief of these, qur er- 
ring brethren. 

The Medical Director, Dr. Mills, U. S. A., 
has ordered the issue of all necessary medical 
supplies, and all commissary stores are issued 
as to our own men. What I ask is, that the 
Sanitary Commission may act in the same 
spirit. 

I need hardly say to you, my dear sir, that 
my whole feeling i3 for the success of tbe old 
flag; but, at the same time, God forbid that 
while fighting for what we conceive, nay, 
whai we know to be right, that we should 
fail to concede a certain amount of sincerity 
of action to our enemies, or so far neglect the 
first principles of Christianity as to let any hu- 
man being suffer, no matter how much he 
may have erred. 

Hoping that you will excuse me for troub- 
ling you about this matter, I have the honor

THE ARMY OF THE CUMBERLAND. 

Tullahoma, Tenn., July 25. 

A brother soldier — a regular devil-may-care 
sort of a fellow — came rushing into my tent 
Ibis morning breathlessly exclaiming, “Good 
mornin', Hcosier; did you hear the news — the 
dispatch?" “No,” wai my laconic response. 
“Neither did I!” said he: and he commenced 
singing, “In a lewdays, etc , until we inter- 
rupted him with aquenyas to what he meant. 
“Well, now,” says he, “thar’ is news, for sar- 
tin; Morgan’sbin takin’ and — “Util yes,’’ I 
exclaimed, “I know all about that. Dick Mor- 
gan has been taken; but I guess the notorious 
John is stiil at large” — “Don’t know where 
he’s at now,” says he, interrupting me; “but 
he’ebimakin!’ “Well, where, when how, by 
whom?” we quickly interrogated. “Hold on,' 
says he, “it would require a lifetime despatch to 
answer all your queries at once; but don’t you 
know that John Morgan’s bin takin’ a trip 
through Indiana aDd Ohio — bin takin' horses 
and mules with impunity — bin takin' life, 
money, and property — bin takin’ the senses 
from old women and scarin’ little children — 
bin takin' the starch out of home “braves," 
aLd cancelling what little spunk butternut 
traitors did possess” — “Hold! ' I exclaimed, 
scanning the features of his rehearsal, “I ac- 
knowledge I'm sold in regard to the construc- 
tion you put upon the word takin'." He went 
off, whistling “Here’s yer mule,” etc. 

About 150 contrabands were reported at 
Gen Johnson’s headquarters a few days ago. 
They were taken at or near Columbia by a 
portion of our scouts, (fhey were a motley- 
looking group— a heterogeneous representa- 
tion of tbe “indissoluble negro.” They stated 
that they had been empltyed iu taking care 
of Confederate horses, and were ostensibly 
glad to think that they had escaped from the 
servitude of their late masters. They all seem 
to hail the “Yankee soldiers” as their friends 
ar.d deliverers. Theabove mentioned “squad” 
was sent to the front, to be of some use, per- 
haps. 

Gen. Rosecrans moved his headquarters on 
the 21st inst. to Winchester. Gen. Johnson 
(2d division] is now commanding this post. 

Gen. R. W. Johnson is a man of whom but 
little is said, comparatively, as a commander, 
nor does he court newspaper praise. He i3 
plain, unassuming, affable, and courteous as 
a man; as a soldier and an officer, he is brave, 
diligent, and strict to Ihe letter, in regard to 
military discipline. He is atODce the gentle- 
man and the soldier, and though his name has 
not been heralded as the ‘ hero" of great bat- 
tles, yet has he won many honors in the field, 
figbtiDg dow n this accursed rebellion; and he 
has worn and still doe3 wear them with be- 
coming modesty and grace. Certainly, he is 
not the man to fail in what he undertakes, or 
to flinch from any duty or its responsibility. 
And the “glorious old 2d division” is inspired 
with the spirit ot its worthy and honored 
commander. 

The bridge spanning Eik river has been 
completed some days ago, we understand, and 
trains now run through direct by rail to Ste- 
venson, Ala. 

Our advance is at or near Chattanooga. 
IRirdee’s corps is said to be there too. Our 
cavalry scouis have been to Battle Creek, and 
we have picket stations near the Tennessee 
river. The news from the frontcomes in slow, 
and is limited and unimportant. 

This portion of the grand army oftbeCum- 
berland is in statu quo. IVe have not drilled 
much of late, but we have “drest up” our 
camp-ground considerably. Why, Messrs. 
Editors, if you had seen this portion of the 
“face of nature” when we first pitched tents 
here, and was to view it again now, you would 
most assuredly say that there was quite a con- 
trast, and considerable improvement. Both 
the officers and men are indefatigable in their 
efforts to establish a clean and healthy status. 
General orders have been issued to regimental 
and company commanders, requiring them to 
hold inspections on the 1st, 8th, 15th, and 23d 
of aach month, and to report in accordance. 
The report, which it is made the duty of of- 
ficers to read to iheir respective commands on 
parade, will embrace “tbe number ot fighting 
mc-n present,” “other men present,” ‘Absen- 
tees,” etc. It. will also designate “the three 
cleanest men in the company," and “the three 
dirtiest men in the company,” during the 
week, on an average. Also, “the cleanest 
tent, cleanest arms and equipments,” etc. This 
order is working a good effect already, as a 
spirit of emulation is being inaugurated. It 
will also tend to promote discipline. The 
tents are as neat and as clean as miniature 
houses could be, r.nd the occupants are as trim 
as “Yankee blue-birds,” or “any other man! 
The “gals” at home must study housewifery, 
sure; for 

•‘When this cruel war is over,” 
and the boys return home, they expect to 
marry; and they will know how to judge a 
neat, tidy person, and a well arranged room, 
and will, of eourse, act accordingly. Our arms 
and accoutrements never were in better order. 
We have a bakery established, also, and in 
“lull blast,” thank's to our Lieut. Colonel, our 
Quartermaster, and all concerned in it. We 
will have fresh-baked bread every day! We 
are beginning to live like fighting-cocks — and 
why not? The weather is disagreeably warm. 
Success to the Suoday “Journal” — send it out 
this way.

Whereas, The State of Kentucky is invaded 
by a rebel force, with the avowed intention 
of overawing the Judges of Elections, of in- 
timidating the loyal voters, keeping them 
from the polls, and forcing the election of dis- 
loyal candidates at the election on the 3d of 
August; and wherAs, the military power of the 
government is the only force that can defeat 
this attempt, the State of Kentucky is hereby 
declared under martial law, and all m Hilary 
officers are commanded to aid the constituted 
authorities of the State in the support of the 
laws, and of the purity of suffrage as defined 
in the late proclamation of his Excellency, 
Governor Robinson. As it is not the inten- 
tion of tbe Commanding General to inter- 
fere with the proper expression of pub- 
lic opinion, all discretion in the con- 
duct of the election will be used in the 
hands of the legally appointed judges at 
the [polls, who will be held strictly respon- 
sible that no disloyal person be allowed to 
vote, and to this end the military power is 
ordered to give them its utmost support. The. 
civil authority, civil courts, and business will 
not be suspended by this order. It is for the 
purpose only of protecting, if necessary, the 
rights of loyal citizens, and tbe freedom of 
election.

Cincinnati, July 31. 

A special despatch to the Gazette, dated 
Columbus, July 30, says: “John Morganand 
twenty-eight of his command reached here 
this afternoon, and were immediately taken to 
the Ohio penitentiary, where they will re- 
main until further orders. Fourteen are com- 
missioned, and fifteen non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates. 

“After Gen. Mason had handed the prisoners 
over to the officers of the penitentiary, they 
were searched in accordance with the rules of 
the institution, to which they submitted with- 
out any grumbling, except in two or three 
cases. Morgan himself emptied his pockets 
with as much grace and ease a3 he could com- 
mand. He bad several hundred dollars with 
him, mostly greenbacks. 

’As fast as prisoners were examined they 
were returned to their cells, where they will 
be confined, subject to the rule of the peniten- 
tiary, which will prevent them from talking 
to each other. The prisoners seem not to have 
been aware of what disposition was to be 
made of them until they were in sight of the 
prison. Some of them were much downcast 
at the prospect of serving an indefinite term 
there, while others Were not at all affected, 
but, on the contrary, were joking with each 
other as to what trade they would learn. 

“The warden will treat them as other prison- 
ers are treated. They will be closely guarded 
by detachments from the Provost Guard, 
which will render it impossible for them to 
escape. One fellow who was searched had a 
watch concealed in his pantaloons leg, be- 
tween the lining and the cloth. Quite a num- 
ber of them had money thus concealed. One 
prisoner had an old newspaper which he said 
was b f no account, and was only wanted by 
him to place in his hat, which was too large. 
On unfolding it, an excellent map ofOhio was 
discerned, of which he was of course de- 
prived. The articles taken from the prison- 
ers will be returned to them when they are 
released.” 

Memphis, July 28. 

I sent a brief report by the Belle Memphis 
this morning to the effect that Johnston was 
fortifying twenty miles from Jackson; that 
Johnston's rear and Sherman’s advance were 
only six miles apart, near Brandon; and that 
Johnston had been reinforced by Bragg. This 
came overland from secesh sources. I now 
learn, from Vicksburg last Sunday, that Jack- 
son has been almost entirely destroyed, the 
State House and a few other buildings only 
remaining. 

Sherman’s army bad all come into Vicks- 
burg, and it was understood that General 
Herron's forces aDd a part of Sherman’s have 
gone to Mobile by another route than that 
pursued by Johnston. Mobile will he in dan- 
ger soon. 

It was reported at Vicksburg last Sunday 
that most of the rebels paroled there had quit 
.their officers and gone home. A few of those 
killed at Jackson are said to have had parole 
papers obtained at Vicksburg on their persons, 
showing that all Who could be made to do so 
were forced into t{ie ranks. 

Everything is reported quiet at Helena. 
Price, Marmaduke, and Chaning have gone 
to the defence of Little Rock, Ark., supposed 
to be in danger from Blunt. 

Richardson’s gueriUas are still depredating 
in West Tennessee to the injury of the people- 

Everything is quiet at Vicksburg. There 
a ie or business done and but little u to 



be seen but the usual movements incident to 
a military post. 

Vicksburg, Joly 26. 

The rebels seem to be making a desperate I 
and terrible effort to save Mobile. It appears 
that Mobile is to them a stronger point than 
was supposed. They seem to hold on to it 
wi:h the convulsive grasp of mortal despair. 
There are supposed to be some small gunboats 
up the Tombighee river, but the only heavy 
iron-clad in Alabama 13 in the Alabama river 
at Montgomery. Montgomery being a place 
very desirable to hold, for stragetic reasons, it 
is doubtful whether they will bring this iron- 
clad down to Mobile. 

It i3 understood that Maj. Gen. Logan is to 
have an army corps when he returns. 

Memphis, July 28, via Cairo, July 30. 

A despatch has come up to the effect that 
out forces are pursuing the forces of Genera 
Joe Johnston beyond and to the east of Pearl 
river; also, that the forces of the Confederates 1 
are very much demoralized, and that many 
prisoners are being captured by our scouts. • 
It is evident, from the direction of the retreat 
of the rebels, that they are making for Merid- 
ian, where the military railroad diverges, from 
which point they can reinforce Mobile or the 
army of Bragg. 

The Provost Marshal’s office is crowded 
with owners and employers of negroes. He 
permitted them to register their black property 
in order .that they may receive protection aul 
be furnished with passes. 

The Continental cleared this morning with 
a good freight and passenger list for New Or- 
leans. - 

Major B. F. Langley, of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, goes down on her for the purpose of 
attending to the interests of his road in that 
long cut-off locality. The weather is cool and 
delightful; refreshing showers are of almost 
daily occurrence. Rev. Richard H lines was j 
elected to-day Superintendent of the Public ! 
Schools for the ensuing year. 

The Ruth has just arrived from Vicksburg. 
She reports all quiet there and along the river. 
When she left it was rumored that our forces 
were driving those of Johnston, and were fast 
nearing Meridian. No tidings had been re- 
ceived from the down-river expedition. 

The Courier arrived from Helena, to-diy. 
The expected attack on that pojt has been 
again postponed. Just as she was leaving a 
division had commenced coming from below. 

I could not learn what division it was, but 
think that they were the three regiments 
which had landed here from Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 

The Bteamer Starlight, a large side- wheeler, 
has arrived from New Orleans. She was cap- 
tured by our forces up the Black River. She 
has been ordered up the river by the authori- 
ties, and leaves this evening. 

Philadelphia, July 30, 

The draft took plack to-day in the First, 
Sixth, and Eleventh Wards. Over two thou- 
sand names were drawn, amid great enthu- 
siasm. The people cheerfully respond to the 
efforts of the government to suppress the re- 
bellion. 

The army of the Potomac occupies, it may 
be said, almost the same line it did two 
months ago. 

Loagstreet and Hill’s rebel command is 
some where between Culpepper and Gordons- 
ville. The impression is that the rebel army 
will endeavor to locate at Fredericksburg. 

Meade is reported to have thrown pontoon 
bridges across tbe river without much opposi- 
tion. The chances to gain Fredericksburg 
are in favor of the Union army. 

Heavy rains and wind storms have inter- 
rupted telegraphic communication to-day from 
all quarters. 

Cincinnati, July 31. 

The 52d Massachusetts, numbering 789 men, 
arrived at Cairo yesterday from Port Hudsoa 
i n route home, to be mustered out of service. 
Their time expired July 11th. 

Vicksburg advices to the 26th say that Gen. 
Herron’s division has gone to Mobile. Our 
army has fallen back to Big Block river. 

Jackson is entirely destroyed. 

Johnston is believed to be retreating to Mo- 
bile, which place the enemy are making des- 
perate efforts to defend. 

New York, July 31. 

A Bermuda letter of July 22d says the pi- 
rate Florida is still there, her departure hav- 
ing been delayed by the refusal of the naval 
authorities to furnish fuel. She is getting a 
supply from the rebel steamer Harriet Pinck- 
ney, and leaves shortly for a voyage of de-’ 
strut tion. 

A ny American vessel in Rhese waters could 
easily hare captured her, as her speed has 
been detective. 

The steamer Corsican, from Nassau ou the 
27th, has arrived. 

The rebel steamer Beauregard returned to 
Nassau on the 25th from an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to run into Charleston. Ten blockade 
runners cleared from Nassau on the 7th aud 
8tb. Three from Charleston and one from 
Wilmington arrived at Nassau on the 11th. 

The rebel steamer Raccoon returned to 
Nassau on the 15th from au unsuccessful at- 
tempt to run the blockade. 

Memphis, July 29. 

Johnston’s army is said to be on Pearl river, 
a few miles west of Meridian, where fortifica- 
tions are being erected. 

Johnston will make the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad, from Okalono on the north to Mobile 
on the south, his line of defence. 

Johnston is said to have received large re- 
inforcements from Bragg. 

The State of Mississippi is virtually aban- 
doned by the rebels. 

There is a strong peace party in that State 
favorable to. returning to tbe Union on the 
guaranteed’ the rights of the ipeople under 
tbe Constitution, of persons, property and 
conscience. 

Some say they would donate half their in- 
come to liquidate the public debt if the diffi- 
culties could be adjusted. 

Gen. George, commander of the Mississippi 
State militia, Chalmcre, and other rebel offi- 
cers are moving their commands from the 
northern and central portions of the State to- 
ward the South.

We hope so, but hope that it maj not 
be done in exchange for Morgan and his gang.

Indeed Morgan should not be released 
at all, but should be kept till the end of the 
war. Some other officer should be found — 
and we have plenty of them — to exchange for 
Col. Streight. 

The Gazette has seen a letter from Colonel 
Streight to his business agent in Indianapolis, 
the last one received from him. lit that let- 
ter the Colonel has a few words in regard to 
his companions in sa-ms, the boys of the Fifty- 
first, which wo here copy, as it may he some 
gratification tQ them to know that he does not 
forget them in his absence. He says: 

Tell the boys of the old Fifty-first thht I 
have not forgotten them, and would be glad 
to be with them again. I want you to see the 
military commander and tell him to grant the 
boys frequent furloughs, as a special favor to 
me. They have done their duty nobly, and 
can be trusted, cither at home or iu the face o'f 
the enemy. Do not fail to go and see them, 
arid give them my kindest regards, for they 
are more than brothers to me. Jlemember 
also to the Seven ty-third, for no better soldiers 
ever shouldered a gun. 

We are all anxious to be exchanged, but 
do not wish to embarrass the authorities by 
urging our desires aud wishes upon them. 
There is much I would like to write you, but 
cannot at present.

Henry Ward Beecher, is now up before a mu- 
tual ecclesiastical council, iu session iu 
Georgetown Mass., for the purpose of consid- 
ering certain charges against the “orthodoxy” 
of his doctrines. Rev. Edward Beecher, 
another of his brothers, is present. The com- 
plaints, on whose charges Mr. Beecher is pre- 
sented, say that some of the doctrines preached 
by him are not in accordance with the faith 
once delivered to the Saints, and held gen- 
erally by the churches in New England, viz: 
“The doctrine of fore-existence of the human 
soul — of the atonement — of the state of souls 
after death, and of Divine sorrow.” 

Diuftixg. — The Scripture is opposed to 
drafting young men just married. “When a 
man hath taken a new wife he shall not go to 
war, neither shall he be charged with any new 
'business; but he shall be free at home one year, 
and cbeer up the wife which he has taken." 
Deut., 24th chap., 5th verse. We know a 
young man in this city who was recently 
married, and was a confirmed infidel prior to 
the passage by Congress of the conscription 
act. Now he believes every word of the Bible, 
and quotes it on all occasions impressively, and 
particularly the above passage. 

8©” President Kennedy, of the Polytechnic 
College of Pepnsylvania, has been authorized 
by the Secretary of War to organize a corps of 
engineers to serve for three yeare or the war. 
The Polytechnic corps of engineers, composed 
chit fly of students of the college, i3 to be re- 
cruited to a full regiment. It will be officered 
by educated engineers, and will report for 
service within sixty days. This is the first 
regiment of engineers called for by the Gov- 
ernment, and the demand for it at this time 
foretells ap active offensive fall campaign.

TO THE VOTERS OF THE SEVENTH CONOP.ES- 
SION AL DISTRICT. 

In accepting the nomination by the Union 
Convention as candidate for Congress in the 
Ashland District, in place of the lamented Mr. 
Crittenden, it may be proper that I should 
make a short statement of my political prin- 
ciples in Vegard to the present crisis. 

I am, and always have been for the preser- 
vation of the Constitution and the U nion, and 
for the vigorous prosecution of the war to 
subdue tbe rebellion, which threatens their 
overthrow. If elected I will vote for the nec- 
essary measures to carry on the war to the 
extmtof the national power and resources. 
To my mind, it would be tar wiser at once to 
acknowledge the success of the rebellion, aud 
make a treaty for separation, than to insure 
its triumph, e.nd the degradation of the loyal 
States, by refusing to vote the means ot sus- 
taining the military strength of the natiaa. 

At the same time, lam opposed to the policy 
of the Administration, as tho abolition of 
slavery, and the enlisting of slaves as soldiers, 
and while in the State Legislature, I voted for 
tbe various resolutions which were passed, 
condemning those measures. 

But I do not regard revolution, or secession, 
or* a submission to the rebellion, as the reme- 
dies for that evil .policy, they being evils, in- 
comparably greater. The remedies are in the 
Union, and under the Constitution and laws, 
through the Legislatures and Judicial tribu- 
nals. Should the Union be restored, it would 
be for the courts of the slave States to decide 
upon the legal effects of the President procla- 
mation of emancipation. 

Until the Union shall be restored, the rebels, 
while depridating upon the commerce of the 
loyal citizens, on the ocean, and upon the 
property of the citizens of Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, and other loyal States, in their preda- 
tory raids, cannot rightfully complain that 
their property in slaves is not respected more 
than other property by the armies of the 
Union. I am not and have never been iu 
favor of emancipation, either gradual, imme- 
diate, or compensated. 

I was a member of the Union Convention 
which assembled in Louisville in March last, 
and voted for the platform, of principles they 
adopted, and intend, so far as they apply, to 
be guided by them should I be honored with 
a seat in Congress. 

I should hail with joy any disposition man- 
ifested by the people of the rebellious States, 
or any of them, to return, in good faith, to 
their lawful allegiance, and in. that event 
would support all measures to facilitate the 
resumption of all their rights and privileges 
under the Constitutibn. 

In the short period before the election it 
will be impossible for me to visit the various 
counties in the district, or to see but few of 
tbe voters; but, if time allowed, it would af- 
ford me pleasure to defend and sustain my 
position before you in public discussion. As 
this cannot take place, I thought it better that 
you should fully and fairly understand my 
prin'-’-'es than the argument aud reasons by 
which they are sustained.

The Lamented Crittenden’s Advice to 
Kentdckians in Tnis Juncture. — We take 
the follow ing extracts from the speech deliv- 
ered by Mr. Crittenden at Lexington a few 
weeks ago, his last published speech: 

But, my resolutions proved ineffective. My 
apprehensions that the shock of war might 
change the. national feelings of Congress, were 
verified. Still, I was for the war. Notwith- 
standing the Conscription Act, notwithstand- 
ing the Emancipation Proclamation and the 
emancipation laws, notwithstanding the policy 
of raising negro armies, and the talk about 
negro equality with white men as soldiers — 
and I voted against them all — notwithstand- 
ing their adoption, I have still advocated the 
prosecution of the war. While the rebellion 
was before me, while the great enemy of my 
country was before mo, I was still for the war, 
without an armistice, regardless of foreign in- 
tervention — fighting all the world, if neces- 
sary — till the rebellion i3 put down. I was 
dissatisfied with the policy of the Adminis- 
tration. I thought it my duty to tell Con- 
gress and the Government that we thought 
these measures were impolitic and unconstitu- 
tional. But, still, it was our duty to fight the 
rebellion ; it was the greatest danger, and it 
was right in our faces. 

* * * * * • 
Now, it is proposed by some, in their anger 
against the Government, for violating its 
pledge in that resolution to which I have re- 



ferred, to resent it — by what? By refusing

Acd when our erring brethren shall come 
back, when this war is oveT, we will endeav- 
or, as a matter of policy and for humanity’s 
Bake, to treat it as a family feud. We will 
make, reconciliation as far as possible. We 
will endeavor to forgive and forget, on all 
Bides, the wounds and disasters that nave fallen 
upon us. And this nation will take a new 
start. We shall be wiser people. 

These are words of wisdom fitly spoken. 
They are like apples of gold in pictures of sil- 
ver. Kentuckians! treasure in your hearts 
these words of your departed leader, and, in 
the struggle of next Monday, let them guide 
and inspire your action. 

Martial Law Declared in Kentucky. — 
The following order has been issued by the 
General commanding this Department: 

Headquarters Department of the Ohio, I 
Cincinnati, 0., Julr 31. j 

General Orders , No. 120. 

Whereas, The State of Kentucky is invaded 
by a rebel force, with the avowed intention 
of overawing the J udges of Elections, of in- 
timidating the loyal voters, keeping them 
from the polls, and forcing the election of dis- 
loyal candidates at the election on the 3d of 
August; and whereas, the military power of the 
government is the only force that can defeat 
this attempt, the State of Kentucky is hereby 
declared under martial law, and all military 
officers are commanded to aid the constituted 
authorities of the State in the support of the 
laws, and of the purity of suffrage a3 defined 
in the late Proclamation of his Excellency 
Governor Robinson. As it is not the inten- 
tion of the Commanding General to inter- 
fere with the proper expression of public 
opinion, all discretion in the conduct of the 
election will be used in the hands of the 
legally appointed judges at the polls, who will 
be held strictly responsible that no disloyal 
person be allowed to vote, and to this end the 
military power is ordered to give them its ut- 
most support. The civil authority, civil 
courts, and business will not be suspended by 
this order. It is for the purpose only of pro- 
tecting, if necessary, the rights of loyal citi- 
zens, and the freedom of election.

This order speaks for itself. The facts it 
recites are attested by the actual presence of 
the invading force, and the means it pre- 
scribes are self-evidently the only means ade- 
quate to maintain the freedom of electim 
tinder the constitution and laws of the Com- 
monwealth. Undoubtedly the secessionists 
amongst us will deem the means very unpal- 
atable, because they so deem the end itself; 
but, in view of the crisis to which the obsti- 
nate plotting of the secessionists has brought 
affairs in the State, wise and patriotic citizens 
will recogaize the propriety of both alike.

The 
next step in the discharge of this duty is the 
energetic and thorough enforcement of the 
order. The issue is now fairly joined between 
the constitution and laws of Kentucky, backed 
by the army of the Union, and the treasona- 
ble schemes of the secession party, backed by 
a rebel army already far within our borders. 
We summon every law-abiding citizen to the 
side of Kentucky and of the Union of the 
Constitution. He who does not range him3elf 
on that side ranges himself consciously or 
unconsciously on the opposite side. Let the 
order of General Burnside be enforced with, 
the utmost energy and thoroughness within 
the just limitations acknowledged by itself. 
Every good citizen will voluntarily observe 
the order and every bad citizen should be 
made to observe it.

Their counsels at 
the start would have sent Kentucky into the 
Southern Confeheracy, and this State would 
have been the bloody theatre of the war; and 
their counsels now would lead to the same re- 
sult. If they had told you that they would 
not submit to either extreme, they might have 
calked about peace and not have been misun- 
derstood. Indeed, they are not misunderstood. 
Tbeir antecedents show too well what they 
art at. 

They pretend to be Democrats, as .time the 
name and claim the association of Northern 
Democrats, and yet the material of this body 
aided in breaking up the Democratic party — 
deserted these Northern Democrats. 

Now, we defend these Northern Democrats. 
They were the party. They were right, and 
we had the honor of supporting them through- 
out. They have been right ever since, and are 
right now. We warn them not to be misled 
by a D«me. The Union men of this State 
everywhere denounce the criminal acts of 
Lincoln and his party, but they will not com- 
promise with disunionists. 

The Central Committee of this body call a 
Convention of the Democratic party.

Our opponents are resolved not to stand it. 
Our neighbor and his friends proclaim that

PROCLAMATION BY TEE GOVERNOR. 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, 1 
Executive Department. J 
For the information and guidance of all 
officers at the approaching election, I have 
caused to be herewith published an act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky, entitled “an act to 
amend chapter 15, of the Revised Statutes, 
entitled ‘Citizens, Expatriation, and Aliens.’ ” 
The strict observance and enforcement of 
'this, and all other laws of this State regula- 
ting elections, are earnestly enjoined and re- 
quired, as being alike due fo a faithful dis- 
charge of duty, to the purity of the elective 
franchise, and to the sovereign will of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, expressed through their Leg- 
islature. 

Given under my hand as Governor of Ken- 
tucky, at Frankfort, this 20th day of July, 
1803, and in the 72d year of the Common- 
wealth. J. F. ROBINSON.

CHAPTER 509. 

AN ACT to amend chapter l5of the Revised Statutes,- 
entitled “Citizens, Expatriation, and Aliens.” 
s I lie it enacted by the General Assembly of the Cam • 
numtceaUh of Kentucky, That any oitizeu or this State 
who shall enter in o the service of the so.catled Con- 
federate States, in either a civil or military capacity, 
or intothe service of the so-called Provisional Govern- 
ment of Kentucky, in either a civil or military capac- 
ity, or having heretofore ent-red such service of either 
the Confederate States or Provisional Govornmeut, 
shall continue n such service after this act takes of- 
feet, or shall take up or continuo in arms against the 
military forces of the Unitod States or the State of 
Kentucky, or shall give voluntary aid and assistance 
to thoee in arms ugatust said forces, shall he deemed to 
have expatriated himself, and shall no longer be a 
citizen ol Kentucky, nor sha'l ho again bo a citizen, 
except by permission of the Legislature by a general or 
sic, ini statute. , „ . 

{ 2. That whenever a person attempts or is called 
on to exercise any of the constitutional or legal 
rights and privileges belonging ouly to citizens of 
Kentucky, he may he required to negative on oath the 
expatriation provided in the first section of this act; 
and nprn his failure op refusal to do ao, shall not be 
permitted to exercise any such right or privilege. 

3 3. This act to be of force in thirty days from and 
after its passage. . .... ... „ 

Passed and became a law, the objections of the Gov- 
ernor to the contrary notwsthstaudiug, March 11, 1862. 

All papers throughout the State will pub- 
lish this proclamation and the accompanying 
act Until the election, and sehd bills to the 
Secretary of State. 

Of course the persons described in this act 
ore not qualified voters of the State. In this 
elation we beg to call the attention of the 
«s and Sheriffs of election to the follow- 
ing section of the Revised Statutes; 

Any Judge, Sheriff, or Clerk, who shall re- 
ceive or assent to receive or record a vote at 
an election at any other time or place than 
that lawfully appointed, and any Judge or 
Sheriff who shall knowingly or unlaw- 
fully RECEIVE THE VOTE OF ANY OTHER THAN 
a qualified voter, or so refuse to receive the 
vote of a qualified voter, shall, for every 

SUCH OFFENCE, BE IMPRISONED FROM ONE TO 
SIX MONTHS, OR FINED FROM FIFTY TO FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS, FORFEIT ANY OFFICE HE 
THEN HOLDS, AND BE DISQUALIFIED FROM EVER 
HOLDING ANY OFFICE.

One Of the men, 
named Blair, becoming angry, broke away 
from the squad and attempted to run. Capt. 
Neville, happening to be near by, having ob- 
served the whole proceedings, ordered three 
men to arrest him. They ran after him, 
and, coming up behind, one of the 
men, named Lowdy Howard, from 
this city, ordered him to halt, which he 
did, but not until the order had been repeated 
three times. He then turned furiously upon 
Howard and attempted to disarm him, which, 
however, he did not succeed in doing. How- 
ard broke away, and, drawing a pistol, shot 
Blair in the arm. The wound is a severe 
but not dangerous one. The above, we are 
informed by Capt. Neville, is a true statement 
of the facts. No blame can justly attach to 
Howard in the matter. He acted only in 
self-defence, and surely the case was a very 
aggravated one. 

Bushwhacking. — Wc are sorry to learn, 
says the Slaysviile Eagle, that an attempt was 
made to assassinate Capt. Cottingbam by buoh- 
w hacking him near Clarksburg, some time 
last week. He was fired on from an ambnsh 
and struck in the face with a buckshot. A 
person who was with him was also severely 
wounded. We have no further particulars, 
but trust that time will soon disclose the 
would be assassin, and that he may be most 
summarily punished. Capt. Cottingbam was 
a volunteer in one of the first companies rs- 
cruited in Lewis county, afterwards having 
temporary command of the company. He 
resigned, but afterwards volunteered in the 
Tenth Kentucky cavairy. At the time he was 
shot he was engaged in recruiting a company 
for State service. We hope that he may soon 
recover from his wounds. 

Since the above was written we learn that 
a man named Ruggles has been arrested, sus- 
pected of being the guilty party.

, Cincinnati, July 31. 

A special from Lexington to the Commer- 
cial says that this morning our forces came 
upon the rebels at Lancaster, when a consid- 
erable fight ensued, in which the enemy lost 
20 killed and wounded, and nearly 100 pris- 
oners. A rebel force of 500 took Stanford 
about neon to day, but were driven out by 
our cavalry with considerable loss. At last 
advices the rebels were hastily retreating to- 
ward the Cumberland river. 

Dcqcoin, III., July 31. 

Major-General Logan arrived here this 
morning, and was met at the depot by a large 
concourse of citizens. The committee bade 
him welcome as the honored son oMllioois and 
admired of all loyal men. In a speech at Car- 
hondale, yesterday, be said he had no deposi- 
tion to discuss politic., for he was not a poli- 
tician, and thanked God for it. He only 
wanted to consider what was for the good of 
the country. When the war was over, we 
can ask who is the villain. Now the house is 
on fire and we must put it out. He showed 
who began the war; that the President was 
forced at every step to take the measures he 
had, aud yet some cried unconstitutional. 
We fought the Mexicans because %ey made 
war on the Government, and if that war was 
constitutional, w hy not this. 

He ridiculed those who objected to the war 
because ii was against our brethren. He was 
no apologist for the President, but would 
stand by him in ail his efforts to put down the 
rebellion even if he sent elephants South to 
trample them down. All the exigencies of 
the war, like this, could uot be foreseen aud 
provided for by the constitution. The Presi- 
dent was empowered to raise armie 3 , anl 
that was sufficient. If this war fras uncon- 
stitutional, Jeff Davis must be right. lie de- 
fended and explained the conscription act and 
denounced the New York rioters. If the lead- 
ers were hung to the first tree we would have 
no more mobs. 

He had seen men smile whoa we were 
whipped, and frown like angry clouds when 
we were victorious. He exhorted all to 
do themselves the justice not to die traitors, on 
accouut of the infamy it would bring on their 
families. We must be for our county, right or 
wrong.' A man who is not for the Govern 
ment would hate heaven if he lived in it. He 
showed how ridiculous was the peace cry, and 
said the only way to peace was to soundly 
thrash the rebels, and they would come back 
as humbly as need be, and that whipping they 
would get as sure as God wa» iu heaven, if 
the people will allow it. 

He spoke of the condition of the Govern- 
ment at the time when the war broke out. 
The arms had been nearly all shipped South, 
but with all these disadvantages what success 
had been achieved. With regard to the proc- 
lamation, he said if the rebels would keep 
their negroes let them stop fighting. If the 
proclamation was wrong, let them lay down 
their arms and appeal to the courts. If the 
question was left to the women and children 
of Mississippi and Louisiana they would say 
they wantea no more negroes, ror the rebel 
army had demoralized them and ours had 
made them no better. The institution would 
be worthless, whetberthey gain independence 
or not. 

Bespoke three hours, completely carrying 
his audience with him, many times affecting 
them to tears by his manly and hearty defence 
our brave soldiers. At the close of the meet- 
ing three rousing cheers were given for the 
Union, three for Logan, and a series of reso- 
lutions passed. About three thdusaud persons 
were present. 

Memphis, July 29. 

The removal of slaves from Mississippi to 
Alabama and Georgia is carried to such an 
extent that the Governors of those States 
have issued proclamations forbidding their 
further introduction, and Johnston’s pickets 
are said to have turned a large number back. 

The steamer Empire Parrish, (rom Port 
Hudson on the 24th and Vicksburg on tho 
28th, arrived to-day with about 700 of the 22d 
Maine regiment en route for the East. 25 sick 
were trau sfetred to our hospitals. Following 
this regiment are the 21st, 24th, 25th, and 26th, 
from the tame State, all nine months men, 
whose time has expired. 

Ginoral Banks’s army will return North by 
way of the Mississippi. 

All quiet at Port Hudson and Vicksburg. 
The fortifications at the former place have 
been strengthened, and the enlistment of 
negro trooi s was progressing rapidly. 

A rumor prevailed that Gen. Weitzel had 
captured three thousand rebels at Don ldstn- 
ville, that Brashear City has been retaken by 
our tcrces, and that General Franklin had ar- 
rived at New Orleans to take command of 
Banks s atmy. 

General Grant has effe6ted a thorough sys- 
tem of mounted patrols between Vicksburg 
and New Orleans, who, with the gunboats, 
afford ample protection to vessels. 

Everything is quiet. There are no signs of 
rebels of either shore. 

Gen. Grant ordered all the soldiers in hos- 
pitals here able to bear the journey to be sent 
home on thirty days' furloughs, and ail those 
permanently disabled to be immediately dis- 
charged, cr recommended for membership in 
the invalid corps. 

Cairo, July 31. 

The steamers Choctaw and Starlight arrived 
yesterday from New Orleans the 22d. Gen. 
Paine, who lost a leg at Port Hudson, came 
on the Starlight. The 52d Massachusetts, 
Col. Greenleaf, also arrived from Port Hud- 
son, en route East to be mustered out of ser- 
vice. The regiment is in good condition, and 
numbers nearly SoO. 

It is understood that Gen. Logan will be 
assigned to the commind of the 16th army 
corps, vice Gen. Hurlbut resigned.

I. The loyal and peaceahle citizens of the 
city of Louisville and Jefferson county may 
disabuse their minds of all apprehensions of 
evil at the coming eleaiion, notwithstanding 
the busily circulated rumors that a rebel force 
has invaded the State to molest the loyal men 
who may go to the poll3 to exercise their fran- 
chise rights. 

Ail loyal citizens, who have not forfeited 
their citizenship, can safely and quietly cast

JUDGE MARSHALL’S ACCEPTANCE 
To the Voters of the Legislative District com- 
posed of the Fifth and Sixth Wards of the 

City of Louisville: 

Having consented, at the request of a por- 
tion of the citizens of this Legislative Dis- 
trict; to become a candidate to represent it in 
the next House of Representatives, it is proper 
tbat I should state for the information of those 
who do not know me that I am a determined 
friend of the Union, and am emphatically a 
Union man. I believe in the supremacy of 
the Constitution of the United States and of 
the constitutional acts of Congress, and of 
treaties made under the authority of the 
United States, as expressly declared by the 
Constitution. I am opposed to secession in all of 
its phases, and am opposed to the assumption 
by the State of Kentucky of any attitude 
which may in fact or by appearance give en- 
couragement or countenance to the rebellion, 
which secession has inaugurated, and which 
is attempting by force to break up the Union. 
I am satisfied that the resolutions passed at 
the last session of our Legislature, and adopt- 
ed with others by the Union Democratic Con- 
vention which assembled here in the spring, 
present tbe State of Kentucky in the proper 
attitude, of protesting against the unconstitu- 
tional acts of the party in power, 'but declar- 
ing at the same time that the rebellion mu 3 t 
be put down, and that she does not shrink 
from her duty in co-operating for the accom- 
plishment of that object. 

1 approve of the action of the Union Dem- 
ocratic Convention just referred to and shall 
support the candidates nominated by it or un- 
der its authority and standing upon its plat- 
form. I concur with the common opinion of 
our State in a decided disapprobation of what 
are called the radical measures of the late 
Congress and the President. But I do not 
regard the withholding of men and money 
from the war against the rebellion, as a mea 3 - 
nre which is required or which would be jus- 
tified under the present circumstances of the 
country. At present such a programme seems 
to be advocated in Kentucky alone, and as 
her adoption of it alone could have no 
effect in vindicating the Constitution, but 
would, by affording an obvious encourage- 
ment to the rebellion, expose her to the charge 
of disloyalty and to the evils consequent upon 
such a position. If there were no other ob- 
jection to it, its probabie effects upon the peace 
and safety of Kentucky should alone be suf- 
ficient to prevent her adoption of such a pro- 
gramme. Kentucky has no inducement to 
martyrize herself for the benefit of the South- 
ern Confederacy. But it is time, that, in- 
stead ot countenancing by a vacillating 
course the claim of that Confederacy of 
States tbat she is one of them, she should 

§ ive a signal and final rebuke to so in- 
ecorous a claim. I hope this muy bo 
done by the result of the approaching 
election. The particular interest felt on the 
slavery question may render it proper for me to 
say that the question of slavery in the States 
is one exclusively within the jurisdiction of 
each State for itself, and is therefore not sub- 
ject to tbe will of the Federal Government or 
of any department of it. My judgment and 
feeliDgs condemn all measures on the part of 
tbe dominant powers of the government, 
having fur their object or producing in ef- 
fect the impairment of this right of the 
States, or the doing away of the distinction 
made between whites and blacks by the 
laws and usages of any State. But the 
immediate aud pressing question is raised 
by the rebellion in arms, vaunting its 
opposition to the Constitution and the 
laws, and rejecting their continued in- 
vitation to obedience and peace. For in- 
fractions of the Constitution by the offi- 
cers of the government, the Constitution it- 
self furnishes a peaceful remedy, which, though 
slower than is sometimes desirable, is certain, 
if the people themselves are to be relied on. 
But armed and persistent rebellion must be 
met either by arm3 or by a concession of its 
demands. The principles of the Constitution, 
even if allowed under the pressure of internal 
war to be in abeyance for a season, will not, 
cannot be lost. Generations must pass away 
before tbe American people can either forget 
or consent permanently to surrender the prin- 
ciples of liberty established by the founders 
oi the Republic, and so long enjoyed by their 
sons. 

The Constitution, though temporarily in- 
fringed, will still live as the embodiment of 
wisdom andot the principles of freedom, and, 
as long-as the Union which it established is 
preserved, it will.be a rallying point to which 
Americans will look as the palladium of lib- 
erty, and they will restore it to its proper vigor. 
It is^tbe rebellion threatening, permanent dis- 
union which calls for continuous action aud 
for immediate suppression.

I. Any drafted person paying $300, under 
Section 13 of the Enrolment Act, is thereby 
exempt from further liability under that draft , 
but not from any subsequent draft. 

.11. Any drafted person furnishing an ac- 
ceptable substitute, is exempt from military 
service for the period for which said substitute 
is mustered into the service. 

III. A substitute, once mustered into the 
service, cannot be drafted while in service. 

IV*. A drafted man cannot pay commuta- 
tion money, or present a substitute, after he 
has reported himself to the Board of Earol- 
ment for examination. 

V. Men who, on the 3d of March, 1863, were 
in the military service of the United States as 
substitutes under the draft of 1862, and whose 
terms of service have since expired, are not 
liable to the present draft; but the persons 
for whom they were substitutes are liable to 
draft, the same as though they had not been 
drafted and furnished substitutes under the 
draft of last year. 

VI. In serving the notice, as required by 
Circular No. 42, from this office, a reasonable 
time to report shall, in each case, be granted 
by the Board of Enrolment to men in State 
service w bo have been or may be drafted.
